Chair discusses 
trans student, 
washroom

An Edmonton Catholic School 
Board trustee is trying to cor¬ 
rect what she calls media “mis¬ 
information” after a seven- 
year-old transgender girl was 
reportedly told to use one 
washroom rather than another. 

Chair Debbie Engel spoke 
with media Thursday to deny 
reports that said the seven- 
year-old trans student had 
been restricted from the girls’ 
washroom at her school. 

Engel said the school had 


made special accommoda¬ 
tions for the student to use 
a gender-neutral washroom. 

“We have a policy at Ed¬ 
monton Catholic School to 
have a male washroom, (a) 
female washroom and (a) 
gender neutral washroom. We 
encouraged (the student) to 
use the gender-neutral wash¬ 
room,” she said. 

“Having said that, if she 
turned left instead of right and 
went into the girls’ washroom, 
no one is going to punish her.” 

But despite Engel’s com¬ 
ments, the young girl’s mom 
— who asked her name not 
be published to protect her 
daughter’s privacy — said the 
district seems to be evading 
the fact they made a mistake. 

“A wrong decision was 
made and now they’re trying 
to make light of it,” she said. 

“There was no mere sug¬ 
gestion that she can use the 


girls’ washroom.” 

Trustee Patricia Grell — 
who spoke out against the 
board on the issue — said 
when she first heard about 
the case, she was taken back 
by concerns from the stu¬ 
dent’s parent that the district 
was discriminating against 
the student. 

“It really upsets me that 
we’re trying to segregate this 
child,” she said. “I think by us 
drawing so much attention to 
this and dragging our heels, 
it’s making it so much worse 
for the child.” 

Edmonton transgender ad¬ 
vocate Marni Panas said the 
district has done the student 
a huge disservice. 

“Forcing this child to use 
a segregated washroom outs 
this child every single time,” 
she said. “They’re going to do 
this child more harm than 
good.”

Not everyone buying 
talk of recession

When Chad Helm looks out 
to the 29 cranes dotting the 
downtown skyline outside his 
104 Street business, it’s hard 
to buy into the gloomy fore¬ 
casts predicting a recession 
for Edmonton’s economy in 
the next year. 

“We’re not seeing the slow¬ 
down in our shop,” said Helm, 
co-owner of The Helm Cloth¬ 
ing. “And look at others down 
the street — Kelly’s Pub and 
Jacelc Chocolate. They can’t 
keep the product on their 
shelves. You hear about busi¬ 
nesses failing, but not the suc¬ 
cess stories, because they’re 
busy succeeding.” 

Still, Helm is taking a pru¬ 
dent approach to the fall sea¬ 
son, ordering less product in 
anticipation of a possible slow¬ 
down. 



Edmonton is experiencing 
the biggest building boom in 
30 years, says the Edmonton 
Construction Association, so 
forecasts of a recession in 
that industry don't wash.

The Edmonton 
Construction Association 
reports 4,000 to 8,000 
workers are now busy in 
downtown Edmonton. 
There are six million 
square feet of new 
building space under 
construction today — 
more space than the West 
Edmonton Mall. 


It’s a wise move, according 
to the Conference Board of 
Canada’s just-released Metro¬ 
politan Outlook for 2015. The 
report said Edmonton’s econ¬ 
omy is expected to shrink by 
0.8 per cent in 2015, affecting 
construction, transportation, 
and wholesale and retail trade 
especially. 

“This is a dramatic reversal 
of fortune for an economy that 
has benefitted greatly from 
Alberta’s energy boom,” said 
Alan Arcand of the Centre for 
Municipal Studies. 

But John McNicoll, execu¬ 
tive director of the Edmonton 
Construction Association, sees 
a whole other picture. 

“There is no downturn in 
construction not serving the 
oil industry. There is huge 
momentum and long-term 
projects underway, especially 
downtown, and years of work 
ahead,” he said. 

“Historically, construction 
has greater stability than oil 
— we don’t have the height or 
depth, and I find incredible en¬ 
thusiasm and optimism. People 
are looking for opportunity, 
and it’s here.”

Recel Kim is 10, and he says 
there’s no better feeling than 
running. 

“Running makes me happy,” 
she said. “When I run outside 
and not in a school, the wind 
hits my face and it feels good.” 

Kim gets to be happy a lot: 
she’s one of about 200 kids in¬ 
volved in the Hope Mission’s 
“Kids in Action” program, which 
is seeing her prepare for a big 
feat — a five-kilometre race at 
the end of May. 

The program sees the mis¬ 
sion reach out to at-risk kids 
at seven different schools and 
help them build confidence 
by assisting them 
in setting goals and 
training for a run¬ 
ning race. 

Meeting once 
a week, children 
like Kim are asked 
to train by run¬ 
ning laps around 
their school gyms, 
playing challenges 
like freeze tag with

plank exercises and engaging in 
other team-building exercises. 

The children start with small 
runs, jogging about four min¬ 
utes at first, but as time goes 
on the kids — aged six to 12 
— begin to push their limits. 

Matthew Cairns, manager of 
the Tegler Youth Centre, where 
many of the kids congregate for 
after-school activities, says it’s 
inspiring to see the kids grow¬ 
ing as runners. 

“For us, it’s all about setting 
that goal for kids — go after that 
goal and work hard to get it. It’s 
such a huge lesson to learn.” 

Operating in northeast Ed¬ 
monton, the program tours to 
seven different schools where 
program staff train kids from 
a range of backgrounds, with 
some from low-income fam¬ 
ines or families new to Canada. 

Eveiy kid that shows up on 
race day at Rundle Park gets to 
run with an adult mentor. The 
mentor is encouraged to cheer 
and give their child runner a pat 
on the back for their efforts, no 
matter what their speed. 

As the race looms, many of 
the kids are anx¬ 
ious to run the 
race they’ve been 
training so hard 
for, a distance some 
adults aren’t able to 
complete. 

“It’s really in¬ 
spiring to see what 
most kids can ac¬ 
complish,” said 
Cairns.

For the last eight months, 
Gamteysa Muhamed’s family 
has been desperately search¬ 
ing for clues on his where¬ 
abouts after he disappeared 
last September without a 
trace. 

Muhamed, 21, left his home 
on a Thursday to watch a foot¬ 
ball game with friends, but 
never returned. 

His 19-year-old sister, Antu, 
said the family has put togeth¬ 
er a $5,000 reward for any 
information that could lead 
to answers in hopes of refuel¬ 
ing the search for Muhamed. 

“This is what we’re doing so 
my brother, everything is not 
forgotten,” Antu explained. 

The family, she said, has 
struggled over the last few 
months to understand what 
happened to Muhamed that 
September day. 

“This month is a little diffi¬ 
cult because it’s his birthday 
on May 6,” she said. “Some 
days are hard. Some days are 
easier. We’re always thinking 
about my brother.” 

Describing Muhamed as an 
avid football player, Antu said 
her brother was a cheerful, 
laidbaclc person. 

“He’s always smiling. That’s 
the one thing everybody 
knows about (him), he had 
the best smile,” 


As first generation Can¬ 
adians, Muhamed’s parents 
immigrated to Canada from 
Ethiopia and his disappear¬ 
ance has been troubling, Antu 
said. 

“Everyday they’re getting 
better. They’re trying. It’s dif¬ 
ficult for them, but they’re 
moving along,” she said. 

EPS Homicide detectives 
took over Muhamed’s case 
after he was first reported 
missing. Police believe the 


21-year-old was involved in a 
high-risk behaviors that could 
have contributed to his dis¬ 
appearance. 

Muhamed is described 
as medium brown in com¬ 


plexion, six feet tall and 185 
pounds. 

Along with the $5,000 re¬ 
ward, Muhamed’s family has 
set up a fund to take dona¬ 
tions in his name.

Girders go from 
twisted to straight

In the latest in the saga of Ed¬ 
monton’s bent bridge girders, the 
three steel beams that were bent 
have now been, well, bent back 
to straightness and they will be 
re-installed on the 102 Avenue 
Bridge this weekend. 

The girders bent during instal¬ 
lation earlier this year and forced 
a three-week long shutdown of 
Groat Road, as the city struggled 
to stabilize them after they un¬ 
expectedly buckled. 

Now, engineers have tested 
the three girders to ensure their 
quality and they are going back 
on the bridge. 

“Those girders were brought 
back to the fabricators shop to 
make sure there are no defects,” 
said Byron Nicholson, the city’s 
director of special projects. 

Nicholson said the steel gird¬ 
ers were heated and straightened 


out and then re-checked to make 
sure they will remain strong for 
the lifespan of the bridge. 

To reinstall the girders, Groat 
Road will be closed from 7:30 
p.m. on Friday to 6:30 a.m. on 
Tuesday morning. Nicholson said 
they hope to get all four remain¬ 
ing girders, including girder sev¬ 
en installed over the weekend. 

He said the only challenge 
they anticipate is wind, which 
would bring the work to a halt, 
and added installation will pro¬ 
ceed slower than last time to 
ensure no more bending occurs. 

If all goes well, Nicholson said 
they hope to have a better under¬ 
standing of when the new bridge 
could open soon.

‘Message received,’ 
Prentice tells crowd 


Outgoing Alberta Premier Jim 
Prentice told supporters he will 
live with the mistakes made on 
the campaign trail for the rest 
of his life in a personal — even 
emotional — speech Thursday. 

His remarks came nine days 
after the Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive 44-year dynasty was toppled 
in the May 5 provincial election, 
one that saw the party reduced 
to 10 seats. 

“Albertans were determined 
to send us a message in this 
election,” Prentice told 1,200 
supporters gathered at the 
Telus Convention Centre for 
the party’s leader’s dinner. 

“In response, I say ‘Message 
received,”’ Prentice said. 


“The voters are always right 
and they have chosen a differ¬ 
ent path than we advocated.” 

Prentice will also resign as 
MLA for Calgary-Foothills despite 
winning the seat in the election. 
He told attendees Thursday that, 
had he remained in the role, he 
would have been a “distraction.” 

“As Alberta’s premier and as 
the leader of the Progressive 
Conservative party, I have had 
many advisers and counsellors, 
but at the end of the day the 
obligation of leadership rests 
squarely on my shoulders and 
I bear final responsibility for 
the choices that were made,” 
Prentice said.

MOBILE MARIJUANA 

Grow-op found In 
parked semi-trailer 


The illegal marijuana business 
in Edmonton appears to really 
be on the move, after police of¬ 
ficers discovered a grow-op in 
a converted semi-trailer. 

The Alberta Law Enforce¬ 
ment Response Team (ALERT) 
found the trailer, containing 
more than 150 marijuana 
plants, parked in a west Ed¬ 
monton warehouse on April 28. 

The trailer had electric light¬ 
ing, a self-watering system and 
ventilation. More plants were 
found inside the warehouse, 
for a total of 559 plants that 
police estimate to be worth 
$670,000. 


The trailer has black mould 
growing inside it, and the re¬ 
mediation costs for the ware¬ 
house are expected to exceed 
$ 20 , 000 . 

This is the first time ALERT’S 
Green Team has encountered 
this type of grow-op trailer. 
However, similar operations 
have been reported in British 
Columbia. 

Police are searching for Jan 
Michael Dumas, 37, who is 
wanted on charges of mari¬ 
juana production, possession 
for the purpose of trafficking 
and criminal mischief.

“Usually, when people think 
women’s football, they think 
of the lingerie league,” says 
Joyce Pastor. 

It’s an idea that Pastor and 
other members of the Edmon¬ 
ton Storm football team, part 
of the Western Women’s Can¬ 
adian Football League (WW- 
CFL), are used to tackling. 

Football is dominated, both 
in media coverage and audience 
popularity, by men. 

And Pastor says the quality of 
women’s football is often down¬ 
graded — the stereotype that 
women aren’t as hard-hitting. 

“We play just like the boys 
do,” said the linebacker. 

Tackling, hitting and scoring 
touchdowns are all part of the 
Storm’s regimen as they play 
against other Alberta teams 
Calgary and Lethbridge in the 
WWCFL, which was founded 
in 2011. 

As one of the founding teams 
in the west, the Storm has been 
playing longer than the league 
has existed — for about 10 
years. 

Many of the players on the 
Storm’s lineup have played 
with men before but are look¬ 
ing to join a women’s league 
after they finish high school 
or college. 

Some just want to tiy a new 
sport. 

“It’s different being the one 
girl on a boys’ team rather than 
being surrounded by a group 
of women,” said Pastor. 

For Storm running back and 


receiver Lindsey Ertman, play¬ 
ing with boys was how she 
found her love of football. 

Ertman got her start on the 
field after spotting a girl play¬ 
ing on a boys’ bantam team. 
A year later, she was that girl 


on the field. 

“It’s the same level of inten¬ 
sity,” she said of playing with 
the Storm as compared to play¬ 
ing alongside men. 

“There’s a lot of passionate 
females out there who love the 


game, follow it and now get a 
chance to play.” 

Pastor said the chance to 
play could be brought into 
schools, so that girls can be 
exposed to the sport at a young¬ 
er age. 

“I think we should have the 
opportunity to show our skills 
without having to show off our 
bodies or be sexualized in any 
way. It is about talent and hard 
work,” she said.

Victims contacted before triple homicide

Family members say the 
21-year-old charged in the 
deaths of three people in Leth¬ 
bridge was a friend to the vic¬ 
tims and reached out online 
the day before Clarissa and 
Dakota English, as well as Kyle 
Devine were found stabbed to 
death in their home. 

“I still can’t believe that this 
is all happening,” said Chan- 
telle English, sister of Dakota 
and Clarissa. “He was friends 


with Dakota and he was friends 
with Clarissa.” 

According to police, on April 
28, just before 2:30 a.m., three 
bodies were located inside a 
home along the 200 block of 
McGill Boulevard. Police had 
responded to a call from a con¬ 
cerned neighbour, who asked 
that they check on the occu¬ 
pants in the home. The three 
victims died from multiple 
stab wounds. 

Police have charged Austin 
Lane Vielle with three counts 
of second-degree murder. 

“The day before all of this 
happened he was trying to get 


a hold of Dakota,” Chantelle 
said. “I (Faceboolc) messaged 
him the morning I found out 
because he was the first per¬ 
son who popped into my head 
... just because he was the last 
person that I knew that was 
tiying to get a hold of Dakota.” 

In a release, police said Vi¬ 
elle was with the victims in 
the hours before their deaths. 
Their investigation found that 
Vielle was “at large on a re¬ 
cognizance” in relation to a 
previous incident in which he 
was charged with assault and 
uttering threats during an 
altercation with Devine ear¬ 


lier in April. He was to have 
no contact with Devine. 

“I’m happy that he’s not out 
there living his life, but at the 
same time I’m pissed off be¬ 
cause he’s living — and my 
sister and my brother aren’t,” 
Chantelle said. 

Chantelle added her mother 
spoke to Vielle face-to-face at 
the police station. 

“She’s still in shock,” she 
said. 

“Especially the lack of re¬ 
morse he (Vielle) had towards 
her this morning, he had no 
expression, he just had a smirk 
on his face.”

As the Stanley Milner Library 
gets set for a dramatic external 
facelift in 2016, it’s also looking 
to reshape the inside for the 
digital age. 

Council approved a $61-mil- 
lion renovation of the building, 
erected in 1967, in December. 

The new building will look 
dramatically different from the 
current structure, re-facing it 
and fixing badly outdated mech¬ 
anical systems. 

But the library's deputy CEO 
Pilar Martinez said that with a 
vision for the outside confirmed 
they’re assessing how the inside 
may change. 

“We want it to last for another 
40 to 50 years just like this build¬ 
ing, so we are really looking to 
imagine what opportunities he 


ahead,” she said. 

The library held its first con¬ 
sultation session earlier this 
week to look for feedback, and 
plans more in the months ahead. 

As more and more people 
move downtown, Martinez said 
the library can become a more 
community focused building 
that fills gaps for people liv¬ 
ing there. 

“There are no outdoor play¬ 
grounds for kids downtown, so 
how can the library help build 


some of that opportunity to 
play,” she said. 

She said one thing there will 
definitely be less of in the new 
building is, well, books — people 
are simply not using them. 

“If you remove the e-content 
from the checkouts we have 
experienced a decline in the 
usage of our physical materi¬ 
als,” she said. “Our circulation 
has remained pretty constant, 
but only because of the increase 
in digital.”

Task: Write an over-the-top, ’70s 
buddy cop movie filled with bad, 
cheesy dialogue.

This could be a class in in¬

It’s vintage comedy that cele¬ 
brates ’70s style, attitude and 
ldclc-ass characters, and was writ¬ 
ten in 10 days by Milligan and 
friend Aaron Brook. 

Milligan said Bad City is inten¬ 
tionally, well, bad, and equally 
offensive to all. 

“It’s an experiment in eveiy 
way, and we don’t know if 
we’ll make our money back, 
but there’s a sense of pride that 
we’ve gone our own route with 
no outside funding — we just 
called in help and favours from 
crew who worked for the love 
of it,” said Milligan. 

Bad City director and Edmon¬ 


ton native Carl Bessai said he 
better appreciates what movie 
distributors do now, as he and 
the cast set up screenings around 
the country (Vancouver, Edmon¬ 
ton, Calgary, so far) and on the 
site badcit 3 nn 0 vie.com — for 
online distribution. The film will 
cost users about $5 to download. 

Bessai will be in Edmonton 
for screenings starting Sunday, 
though he said he has had the 
actors dress in film costume for 
Qand A at other screenings. 

“It’s home—this time it’s just 
me,” he said.

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Soldier says it's not so simple 

CpI. Ashley Turner is a female soldier who has served in the armed forces for 12 years and completed two tours in Afghanistan. 
She was also deployed on Operation Podium, the army's support for the 2010 Vancouver Olympics. Turner wrote to Metro 
News after seeing her photo with an article about sexual misconduct in the Canadian military. Her letter follows. 


I was very surprised to see my 
photograph in the May 1 edition 
of the Metro, and even more 
surprised to see the article that 
it was used to illustrate — an 
article entitled “Military Plagued 
by Sexualized Culture,” which 
described the recent report by 
former Supreme Court justice 
Marie Deschamps on the mis¬ 
ogyny and sexual harassment 
that is allegedly commonplace 
in the Canadian Forces. 

While I am flattered that my 
picture was chosen to represent 
female soldiers in general, I also 
feel that the immediate impres¬ 
sion a reader would get is that it 
was included to provide an ex¬ 
ample of a female soldier who 
has had first-hand experience 
of the issues discussed in the re¬ 
port. Therefore, I wish to clarify 
that this is not the case, and that 
I am not in any way associated 
with the study in question. 

In fact, had I been one of the 
700 personnel who were select¬ 
ed to participate in this study, I 
would have confessed that the 


time I have spent in the Can¬ 
adian military — all 12 years 
of it — has been a veiy positive 
experience, and almost entirely 
free of the issues described in 
the article. 

Perhaps I have been unusually 
lucky to have worked with ex¬ 
cellent male colleagues for the 
entirety of my career, or perhaps 
I am one of the “desensitized” 
women the article mentions. I do 
admit that crude jokes and swear 
words are spoken regularly in 
the military, yet I have never 
felt offended by them. In my 
experience, jokes that degrade 
women are not made any more 
often than jokes that degrade 
other groups of people — and, 
in fact, though the article men¬ 
tions “references to female gen¬ 
italia” as a particularly offensive 
example of such a joke, I can as¬ 
sure you that references to male 
genitalia are far, far more com¬ 
mon. What I find much more 
offensive and misogynistic than 
any joke I have heard in the mil¬ 
itary is the notion that females. 


but not males, are somehow ill- 
equipped to handle this manner 
of conversing. The joking I have 
experienced has almost always 
been good-natured, and when 
the time has come to get the job 
done I have never found myself 
to be treated any less fairly than 
anyone else, or to be any less ac¬ 
cepted by my peers as a result 
of my gender. 

Of course, for both males 
and females, personal experi¬ 
ence in the Canadian Forces 
will vary, and I am sure that, at 
times, legitimate harassment 
does occur. My intent is not to 
belittle the victims of this ha¬ 
rassment, or to suggest that it 
should not be taken seriously. I 
simply wish to state that my ex¬ 
perience in the Canadian Forces 
has been very different than the 
experiences of the female sol¬ 
diers described in the article, and 
that the use of my photograph 
was therefore probably not the 
most accurate way to illustrate 
the concept discussed.

Man charged after 
hurling obscenities 


Calgaiy police have charged a 
man with hurling vulgarities at 
a female journalist while, ironic¬ 
ally, covering the bad behaviour 
of hockey fans. 

The man, who has not been 
named, faces a charge of stunting 
under the Traf¬ 
fic Safety Act. 

CBC reporter 
Meghan Grant 
says she had 
been reporting 
along the Red 
Mile, a strip of 
bars and restau¬ 
rants popular 
with Calgaiy Flames fans, the 
morning after a playoff game. 

She was working on a stoiy 
about poor fan behaviour, in¬ 
cluding the use of a sexually ex¬ 
plicit phrase that has become a 
trend targeting female reporters 
in cities across North America. 
Then, she says, she heard the 


line herself. 

“All of a sudden somebody 
pulls up in a truck behind us 
and yells it at us, which was ab¬ 
solutely stunning given what we 
were there talking about,” Grant 
says. “We swung around only 
in time to see 
the truck driv¬ 
ing away, but 
we did get the 
licence plate.” 

She says po¬ 
lice tracked 
down the al¬ 
leged heckler 
and told her 
Thursday that the man had been 
charged. 

Police spokeswoman Emma 
Poole says police have received 
several complaints about simi¬ 
lar harassment. She believes it’s 
the first time officers have laid 
a charge in such a case.

GUN REGISTRY 

Rewriting law sets 
‘perilous precedent’ 


An unprecedented Conservative 
bid to rewrite the law in order to 
retroactively erase the RCMP’s 
mishandling of gun registry rec¬ 
ords sets the table for legislated, 
after-the-fact coverups of far 
more serious crimes, Canada’s 
information commissioner de¬ 
clared Thursday. 

In a new report tabled in 
Parliament, Suzanne Legault 
concluded that the practice 
establishes a “perilous preced¬ 
ent” of rewriting laws — one 
that could jeopardize the abil¬ 
ity of authorities to prosecute 
electoral fraud or other govern¬ 
ment scandals. 

Legault recommended two 
months ago that charges be laid 
against the RCMP for its role 
in withholding and destroying 
gun registry data. But instead of

Khadr gets new win 
with SCOC ruling 


Court rejects 
attempt to 
declare him an 
adult offender 

The Supreme Court of Can¬ 
ada wasted no time Thursday 
as it summarily rejected the 
federal government’s bid to 
have former Guantanamo Bay 
prisoner Omar Khadr declared 
an adult offender. 

The case centred on wheth¬ 
er the eight-year war-crimes 
sentence he got from a U.S. 
military commission in 2010 
ought to be interpreted as a 
youth or adult sentence. 

The federal government has 


argued the latter, saying Khadr 
actually received five concur¬ 
rent eight-year terms for each 
of his five war crimes — a 
conclusion the nine justices re¬ 
jected in a rare decision from 
the bench. 

“The sentence is under the 
minimum for an adult sen¬ 
tence,” Chief Justice Beverley 
McLachlin told the court after 
about 30 minutes of delibera¬ 
tions that followed the end of 
the hearing. 

“We are of the view that a 
proper interpretation of the 
relevant legislation does not 
permit Mr. Khadr’s eight-year 
sentence to be treated as five 
distinct eight-year sentences 
to be served concurrently.” 


Dennis Edney, one of 
Khadr’s the lawyers, said the 
swiftness of the ruling was a 
message to the Harper gov¬ 
ernment for wasting taxpayer 
money on “persecuting my 
client.” 

After almost 13 years in 
custody, Khadr was released 
on bail last week while he 
appeals his U.S. conviction, 
which has drawn fierce criti¬ 
cism from legal and human 
rights experts. 

Khadr was 15 when he 
threw the grenade that killed 
U.S. Sgt. Christopher Speer 
during a firefight in Afghan¬ 
istan in July 2002.

PHILADELPHIA TRAIN WRECK 

Bostian 
remembers 
nothing of 
crash: Lawyer 

Brandon Bostian was obsessed 
with trains while growing up, 
talked about them constantly 
and wanted to be an engineer 
or a conductor. 

“He would go on vacation 
and bring back subway maps,” 
Stefanie McGee, a friend from 
Tennessee, recalled Thursday. 

Bostian’s teenage dreams 
would come true. But now, at 
32, the Amtralc engineer has 
found himself at the veiy cen¬ 
tre of the investigation into the 
nation’s deadliest train wreck 


in nearly six years. 

He was at the controls of 
a train that investigators say 
barrelled into a curve in Phila¬ 
delphia on Tuesday night at 
more than 160 lcph, or twice 
the speed limit. Eight people 
were killed in the derailment 
and more than 200 injured. 

Investigators want to know 
why the train was going so fast. 
But Bostian refused to talk to 
police on Wednesday, author¬ 
ities said. And investigators 
with the National Transpor¬ 
tation Safety Board said they 
would give him a day or two to 
recover from the shock of the 
accident before talking to him. 

Bostian’s lawyer, Robert Gog- 
gin, told ABC News that his 
client suffered a concussion in 
the crash and has “absolutely 
no recollection whatsoever of 


the events.” 

Goggin also said Bostian had 
not been using his cellphone, 
drinking or using drugs, and 
that he “co-operated fully” 
with police and told them 
“everything that he knew,” 
immediately consenting to a 
blood test and surrendering 
his cellphone.

'Our people need shelter/ 
says Nepal's prime minister 

Nepal has been over¬ 
whelmed by its second 
powerful earthquake in 
less than three weeks, its 
prime minister said Thurs¬ 
day as he visited the town 
of Charikot, now filled with 
frightened villagers des¬ 
perate for help. "We need 
tents. Our people need 
shelter. With the rainy sea¬ 
son, it will be difficult for 
people to survive in the 
open," Prime Minister Sushil 
Koirala told reporters.

Railway boss says CP 
ready to pay higher taxes 

The head of one of Can¬ 
ada's big railways says if 
Alberta's new NDP govern¬ 
ment needs to raise taxes, 
his company is prepared 
to pay its share. 

Hunter Harrison, CEO 
of Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way, says times are tough 
in Alberta right now and 
the government is go¬ 
ing to have to control its 
deficit. 

He says if that means 
raising taxes, then Cal¬ 
gary-based CP is willing to 
pay up. 

The NDP under leader 
Rachel Notley won the 
election last week on a 
platform that proposed 
raising taxes for corpora¬ 
tions and the rich. 

Business reaction to 
Notley's election has been 
mixed. Executives have 
indicated a willingness to 
hear the new premier out, 
but some have expressed 
concerns about business 
tax increases at a time 
when the Alberta econ¬ 
omy is down.

Taxman raids Uber 
offices in Montreal

Investigators 
looking for 
documents, 
official says 

Quebec tax authorities have 
raided two Montreal offices 
of Uber, the company that of¬ 
fers rides at prices lower than 
typical cab fares. 


About 20 investigators exe¬ 
cuted search warrants on 
Thursday seeking tax-related 
documents, said Stephane 
Dion, a spokesman for the 
province’s revenue agency. 

“The investigation has been 
going on for several months,” 
Dion said in an interview. 

“At the moment we have 20 
investigators on the premises 
of Uber Canada Inc. The goal is 
to obtain as much information 
as possible, and these docu¬ 


ments will then be analyzed. 
After that, we’ll be able to de¬ 
termine whether charges will 
be laid. 

“Revenu Quebec is respon¬ 
sible for applying tax laws. We 
have the power to recommend 
that charges be laid. And they 
can be accompanied by fines 
and prison sentences of up to 
five years if individuals or the 
company are found guilty.” 

Asked for reaction, Uber 
spokeswoman Susie Heath said 


in an email that “we look for¬ 
ward to continuing to work 
with all stakeholders in Que¬ 
bec to foster innovation, create 
jobs and provide consumers 
with much-needed affordable 
transit options.” 

The raids were conducted 
just more than two weeks 
after the City of Montreal an¬ 
nounced it had seized 40 of the 
company’s vehicles since the 
beginning of the year.

CANADA POST 

Mayors 
want in 
on suit 

Montreal-area mayors say they 
hope to join a lawsuit aimed 
at overturning Canada’s Post’s 
decision to reduce home deliv- 
eiy because they say the Crown 
corporation is acting arrogantly 
and refusing to listen to their 
concerns. 

The leaders of Montreal, 
Laval, Longueuil and surround¬ 
ing suburbs want to obtain 
intervener status in a Feder¬ 
al Court lawsuit filed by the 
union representing Canada 
Post employees. 

Canada Post’s decision was 
made without consulting mu¬ 
nicipalities and will hurt large 
numbers of seniors and people 
with reduced mobility, the 
mayors told a news conference. 

Montreal Mayor Denis 
Coderre said cities should be 
“full partners” with the Crown 
corporation on plans to mod¬ 
ify home-deliveiy services. He 
went so far as to threaten to 
make mail deliveiy a federal 
election issue this fall. 

Canada Post has said it is 
committed to moving ahead 
with its plans to gradually re¬ 
duce home mail delivery.

No one looks like Iris Apfel. 

The 93-year-old inter¬ 
national style icon, to quote 
one designer, treats fashion 
as playfully as “a big box of 
Lego.” Her outfits are more 
properly sculpture. 

And like all artists, Apfel’s 
true power is a defiantly 
individual imagination. 

She won’t be cowed to fit 
anyone’s standards of style 
or thought but her own. 

Apfel is the subject of 
Iris, a documentary rolling 
out across the countiy this 
month that follows her path 
from running a textile busi¬ 
ness with her husband, to in¬ 
terior designer for the White 
House, to fashion muse. 

Despite the love showered 
on her late in life by fashion 
royalty after an exhibit of 
her wardrobe became an 
international sensation, she’s 
so much more than they are. 

She curates fantastical 
outfits — collisions of colour, 
patterns and feathers, layers 
of off-beat jewelry — and 
radiates freedom from 
conformity and the power of 
style as art. 

Apfel abhors trends — 
those lazy directives on how 
you should look, peddled by 
brands and magazines for 
profits. In interviews, she’s 
acerbically un-intellectual 
about her style and uninter¬ 
ested in defining it. 

It’s an attitude reminiscent 
of Katherine Hepburn, the 
starlet who wore menswear 


most of her life. Both exem¬ 
plify how not to give a damn. 

Apfel is a scavenger of flea 
markets and vintage stores. 
She detests head-to-toe high 
fashion and doesn’t care 
what anything costs. She 
only cares, she’s said in inter¬ 
views, about how it makes 
her feel. 

She speaks of the items of 
her wardrobe as loves. 

“It feels good in my solar 
plexus,” she’s said of finding 
a new piece to add to the 
hundreds in her collection. “I 
get a good, warm feeling.” 

Browsing through photos 
of Apfel is as much of an 
adventure as reading Alice 
in Wonderland; you never 
know what you might see 
next. 

The same can’t be said for 
many of us. Self-conscious¬ 
ness is the rot in our closets. 
We’re too often lured by the 
straightjaclcet of dictated 
taste. 

But it doesn’t have to be 
so. Apfel has no rules about 
how to dress. Her guide 
seems to be only the pure joy 
of self-expression. 

And watching her wear 
whatever the hell she wants 
sends the message that you, 
too, can be different. 

As one woman once told 
her, “I learned that if I don’t 
have to dress like eveiybody 
else, I do not have to think 
like eveiybody else.” 

Fashion may be fickle, but 
true style frees the mind. 
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Java or Java,

While it might be your barista’s brew that 
brings you to your local cafe, the free Wi-Fi is 
also a perk worth of which to take advantage.

MAD MAX: FURY ROAD 

Director sees 
dystopia 
through lens 
of a doctor

George Miller has made pigs 
talk and penguins tap dance. 

He’s been a doctor and a film 
director. Among the bold-faced 
names on his resume are the 
titles Babe: A Pig in the City, The 
Witches of Eastwiclc, Happy Feet 
1 and 2 and Lorenzo’s Oil. One 
name, however, looms larger 
than the rest: Mad Max. 

Over the course of three films 
— Mad Max, Mad Max 2: The 
Road Warrior and Mad Max Be¬ 
yond Thunderdome — he intro¬ 
duced the world to post-apoca¬ 
lyptic warrior Max Roclcatansky, 
made Mel Gibson a superstar, 
defined dystopian cinema for a 
generation or two and created 
the phrase, “Two men enter, 
one man leaves.” 

This weekend, 30 years after 
the release of the last Mad Max 
movie, Miller revisits the char¬ 
acter in Mad Max: Fury Road, a 
reboot starring Tom Hardy and 
Charlize Theron. 

The 70-year-old director, who 
raised money to make the first 
film by working as an emer¬ 
gency room doctor, says the goal 
of the new movie was to make 
it “uniquely familiar.” 

After years of “following the 
CG evolution,” using comput¬ 


er-generated images to create 
beautiful animated films, he was 
keen to go back to “old school” 
filmmaking “with real cars and 
real people and real desert.” 

That means, unlike the Aven¬ 
gers and their ilk, respecting the 
laws of physics by using practical 
effects and keeping the action 
earthbound. 

In other words, in a call back 
to the original films, when a car 
blows up, it doesn’t rocket into 
space. Instead it explodes spec¬ 
tacularly but organically. The 
wild action you see in Fuiy Road 
are actual stunts performed by 
stunt men and women and not 
generated by a clever computer 
operator in a studio. 

“It was like going back to your 
old hometown and looking at 
it anew,” he says. 

Miller reveals he originally 
created Max’s wasteland world 
while practising medicine. 

“I worked for two-and-a-half 
years in a big city hospital. I 
stayed registered right up past 
Mad Max 2: Road Warrior. I 
never even thought there’d be 
a career. I stayed as a doctor on 
the first Mad Max because we 
kept running out of money in 
postproduction. Then I stayed 
through to the second Mad Max 
because if you are doing stunts, 
you are obliged to have a doc¬ 
tor on set. There weren’t big 
budgets, so I ended up running a 
clinic during lunch time 
tending to cuts, 
sunburns, 
scrapes and 
all that.”

It’s taken Australian director 
George Miller 30 years to bring 
his iconic post-apocalyptic wan¬ 
derer, Mad Max, back to the 
screen. In the super-charged 
update, Tom Hardy steps in 
for Mel Gibson — and then 
just as quickly steps aside for 
co-star Charlize Theron, who 
runs away with the film as Im- 
perator Furiosa. And, as Hardy 
tells us, he’s just fine with that. 

This isn’t your 

dad’s Mad Max 

“Mad Max is not actually in 
the driver’s seat in this movie,” 
Hardy says. “It’s about time 
you had better female leads 
in action movies. This is not 
a feminist argument, it’s a 
personhood situation. This is 
how we ought to reflect the 


times — not so much strong 
women, but just people. You 
know, you have a male and a 
female who are both just per¬ 
sonhood situations on both 
sides of the gender. I wouldn’t 
put it past George to come up 
with a transgender (hero), do 
you know what I mean? He’s 
not the type of person who’s 
going to mince his words.” 

The apocalypse can be 
good for a laugh 

“There’s a sense of humour 
that George has got, a certain 
fearlessness in the enjoyment 
of that post-apocalyptic world, 
demented fun,” Hardy says. 
“There’s not just, like, good 
versus evil, you know, or ‘The 
Road’ or something like that 
where eveiything’s just like dev- 
astatingly bleak, you know? It’s 
a carnival, sort of a circus, sort of 
Vaudevilhan. There is something 
almost Terry Gilliam-esque, Mon¬ 
ty Pythonesque, without bang¬ 
ing the gong. There’s almost a 
tongue-in-cheek delirium. Every¬ 
thing is designed as a sort of 
ghastly, grotesque humour.” 

The film has a strong 
feminist streak 

“He’s a smart man, George, 
so what he’s doing is reflect¬ 


ing the times as well as pion¬ 
eering at the same time. He’s 
reading the times, what’s go¬ 
ing on,” Hardy explains. “And 
it’s no surprise to me that he 
would use a character that is 
synonymous with Mel Gibson, 
the silhouette and the icon 
of Mad Max, to re-establish 
the world which he started off 
30-something years ago, but it’s 
very clear that actually, right 
down to the shoulder pad on 
her left arm, (Theron) is the 
female protagonist of this 
movie. 

Tom is fine with not 

being the hero of 
his own movie 

“I think that’s veiy, very smart 
of him to deliver a female lead 
in Mad Max,” Hardy says. “I 
remember talking to George 
back in Namibia about old- 
school movie star, male-female 
chemistry. How does the dy¬ 
namic work between a strong 
alpha-male and a strong alpha- 
female on screen when you get 
them together. And I think in 
this one ... Charlize led this 
entire movie and it shows on 
screen and you can see it quite 
clearly. One has to yield to that. 
Because if you fight it, you get 
malleted.”

Actor makes 
directorial 
debut with

Everyone warned Elizabeth 
Banks against filming the out¬ 
door concert finale for Pitch Per¬ 
fect 2. It was June in Baton Rouge, 
La.

for mysterious bug bites. Banks 
even took responsibility for the 
crowd’s waning energy. 

“At one point, she went out 
on stage and started whipping 
them into a frenzy,” said Banks’ 
husband and producing partner, 


Max Handelman. But the crowd 
really lost it when she brought 
a few Bellas out, too. 

“It was her connecting the 
fans with the girls and letting 
eveiyone know that this was a 
big deal,” said Handelman. 

It’s no secret that Pitch Per¬ 


fect has fans to spare. Universal 
Pictures’ modest 2012 comedy 
about a college a capella group 
(the Bellas) racked up $113 mil¬ 
lion worldwide and an additional 
$103 million in home video sales. 

As plans for a sequel started 
to take shape, the first film’s

director, Jason Moore, signed 
on to the Tina Fey-Amy Poehler 
comedy Sisters, and suddenly 
Pitch Perfect 2 needed a director. 

Banks, known for roles in The 
40-Year-Old Virgin and The Hun¬ 
ger Games, had been thinking 
about directing for some time. 

She directed plays at the Uni¬ 
versity of Pennsylvania, and had 
been taking on small projects 
over the past few years to learn 
as much as she could. 

Plus, as a producer and actor 
on the first film, Banks already 
knew the a cappella world and 
had the trust of returning cast 
like Anna Kendrick and Rebel 
Wilson. 

“Right as I was raising my 
hand to do it, the studio said, 
‘Why don’t you do it?”’ she said. 

The Bellas, this time, are tiy- 
ing to claw their way back to 
the top after a high-profile em¬ 
barrassment. 


“I certainly did not plan for my 
feature directorial debut to be a 
giant musical,” she laughed. But 
she dove in and endeavoured to 
make eveiything — costumes, 
performances and stakes—big¬ 
ger. 

There’s even a cameo by Pitch 
Perfect superfans the Green Bay 
Packers. 

“I knew it would probably 
change my life. I also knew that I 
had to say yes. Women just don’t 
get offered these opportunities,” 
said Banks. 

For the over four-months-long 
shoot, Banks relocated to Baton 
Rouge with her husband and two 
sons and “lived like a monk.” She 
put in her 12 hours on set, spent 
as much time with her children 
as possible, and slept. 

“I’m a wonderful multi-task¬ 
er ... as are most moms that I 
know. That helps,” she said.

Adam DeVine didn’t initially 
think much of 2012’s Pitch Per¬ 
fect, which he totally owns up to.

I did make out 
with Rebel (Wilson) several 


times before just to see how 
well our lips worked together. 
That was our ride-along. She’s 
a killer smoocher. That girl 
has big old full lips, like little 
pillows. 

You have a weirdly detailed 
Wikipedia page. 

When I first moved to LA. I 
needed to have a bio, and I 
hadn’t done anything besides 
a few high school plays and 
hosting a pep rally or what¬ 
ever, so I just cut and pasted 
Denzel Washington’s bio as 
a joke. So it was like, “Adam 
DeVine, star of Man on Fire 
and Training Day,” and then 
it said stuff like, “went to 
Fordham University, studied 


at the American Conservatoiy 
of Dramatic Arts in San Fran¬ 
cisco.” Eveiything else they 
caught eventually, but some¬ 
how the Fordham and Amer¬ 
ican Conservatoiy stuff have 
stayed, so people think I’m, 
like, veiy well educated.

Surrender to the moment, 
says Matthias Schoenaerts 


The Belgian actor Matthias 
Schoenaerts (Rust and Bone) 
is on record as loving spontan¬ 
eity — something that doesn’t 
go with tight pants and forced 
dancing. Luckily new costume 
drama Far from the Madding 
Crowd largely takes place out¬ 
side and deals with complicat¬ 
ed emotions. He plays Gabriel, 
arguably the most lucky suitor 
of Carey Mulligan’s Bathsheba 
Everdene, Thomas Hardy’s 
fiercely independent protag¬ 
onist. 

Gabriel is a little more 
accessible than some charac¬ 
ters you’ve played. 

Normally I like veiy ambigu¬ 
ous characters who have a lot 
of contradictions and a lot of 
contrasts. And here is this guy 
who’s good, but in the purest 
sense of the word. He’s self¬ 
less, he’s loyal, he’s truthful, 
he’s righteous. It’s so rare, 
and these qualities are so 
admirable. At the same time 
that’s an extreme challenge. 
One-dimensional goodness is 
not interesting. But this kind 
of goodness, so layered and so 
emotionally charged — that is 
something to go on as an ac¬ 
tor. I learned a lot from him. 

He has this adaptability and 
sustainability that’s pretty 
disarming. 

And even after the reversal 
of fortune, this guy, he never 
falls back into complaining, 
self-pity. He loves this person, 
even though she hurt him 
real bad. She broke his heart 
into pieces. He’ll still be the 
most loyal friend you can 
imagine, and gives you very 
honest advice about what you 
should do. That honesty can 
be pretty disturbing. But he’s 
never tiying to hurt her. He’s 
tiying to tell her what is right, 
and she just can’t take it.

Every English actor has 
to do period, but Juno 
Temple has only done a 
couple, and one of those 
was Paul W.S. Anderson’s 
renegade action version 
of The Three Musketeers. 
The new stab at Thomas 
Hardy’s Far from the Mad¬ 
ding Crowd, starring Carey 
Mulligan as proto-feminist 
Bathsheba Everdene, is 
more traditional, but still 
modem in many ways. Tem¬ 


ple has the small but key role 
of Fanny, the fiancee of dash¬ 
ing Sgt. Troy (Tom Sturridge), 
who winds up destitute after 
the simple mistake of going 
to the wrong church on their 
wedding day. 

This isn’t a typical English lit 
costume drama. 

It feels pretty timeless, 
doesn’t it? Obviously esthetic- 
ally it looks like a period film, 
but at the same time you have 
such a relatable storyline of 
an incredibly brilliant woman 
who is veiy independent, veiy 
brave, feisty and not con¬ 
trolled by men at all. 

Another thing is that it takes 
place largely outside and fea¬ 
tures a fair amount of dirt. 

I was covered in dirt quite 
a lot of the time. But the 
costumes were actually so 
fashionable. They were using 
the designs and shapes of the 


time period, but they could 
have been in an Alexander 
McQueen mnway show.... 

(the corsets) really change 
the way you hold yourself. It 
really helps you step into a 
character from that time. 

What was your big in for 
Fanny? 

The body fragility was key, 
especially while she’s preg¬ 
nant and starving.... Her body 
is giving everything to this 
child, so her life is literally be¬ 
ing sucked out of her. 

The idea of fortunes turning 
so quickly is slightly alien to 
us now. 

Circumstances like that are 
so frustrating because it’s out 
of your control.

Actress Nadia Litz is a force of 
nature. The petite-in-stature-but 
-towering-in-presence Canadian 
performer is not only a noted 
thespian, she’s a producer, dir¬ 
ector and an intellectual who is 
currently hard at work editing 
her feature directorial debut. 
In the meantime, however, Litz 
stars in new Canadian thriller Big 
Muddy, a gritty film that casts 
her as Martha, a troubled single 
mother caught in a web of crime 
and desperation and a woman 
who defies the traditional tem¬ 
plate of female protagonist. 

“I think Martha is an anti-he¬ 
ro,” Litz says. “(Director) Jefferson 


(Moneo) was playing with west¬ 
ern tropes, playing the idea of a 
character that is really a mess; 
a female who is making choices 
that conflict with her family life. 
Some will find her villainous, self¬ 
ish and a terrible mom but some 
will find her heroic and just hy¬ 
ing to find her independence.” 

Big Muddy (named after the 
Saskatchewan prairie town that 
Martha and her son seek ref¬ 
uge in) is an atmospheric and 
brooding film with an orchestral 
score that would feel at home 
in a Brian De Palma picture. 
But although the movie plays 
with traditional American genre 
tropes, there is still something 
uniquely Canadian about it; a 
kind of Canuck Gothic, if you 
will. 

“This is a neo-noir,” Litz says, 
“and that’s my favourite genre. 
Jefferson knew from reading 
my Faceboolc page what movies 
I was interested in; we had the 
same vernacular. There’s a lot of 
Bonnie and Clyde in here; a lot of 
The Searchers. But there’s a rich 
history of outlaws in the badlands 
of Saskatchewan, and that kind

of mythmaking is something 
Canadian movies rarely explore.” 

Iitz’s aforementioned director¬ 
ial debut is called The People Gar¬ 
den, another riff on the tradition¬ 
al noir, about a woman named 
Sweetpea (played by Dree Hem¬ 
ingway, Ernest’s granddaughter) 
who goes to Japan to potentially 
break up with her boyfriend only 
to find he’s gone missing. A ser¬ 
pentine detective story ensues, 
with Sweetpea’s emotional con¬ 
flict about her lover matched by 
her obsession to find him. 

“I want to create roles for 
women that are as exciting as the 
land of roles, say, Jack Nicholson 
would have gotten. Strong, com¬ 
plicated characters who make 
difficult decisions. And I will 
do this, whether it’s me playing 
them or creating them.”

With Maggie, Arnold Schwarz¬ 
enegger is getting something 
he’s not used to: acclaim for 
his serious acting.

There is baggage that I bring 
to the movie, being an action 
hero and all of a sudden I can’t 
overcome this challenge and 
become very volatile as a char¬ 
acter.

Doing drama: 

“It is very draining. The brain 
takes much more energy than 
the body does.... I remember 
when I was in the govern¬ 
or’s office, I was totally wiped 
out in the evening. It was the 
same here. It’s tough, but at 
the same time you’re having 


such a great time doing it. 
You feel so passionate about 
the character and the movie 
is so fun to do. But you do get 
wiped out.” 

His character’s 
reluctance to let his 
daughter be taken away: 

“Under normal circumstances 
she should have been quaran¬ 
tined, but as a father you can’t 
let that happen. You can’t just 
send someone to quarantine 
to get this painful shot and 
then she dies slowly. I could 


not let that happen as a dad. 
Therefore I protect her as 
much as I could.” 

Low budgets 

“The Terminator was a small 
movie. We only had 6V2 mil¬ 
lion dollars. Everyone had to 
do things way beyond what 
they do in a big studio movie. 
There’s a certain camarad¬ 
erie that comes in, where the 
people behind the camera are 
as enthusiastic and passion¬ 
ate as you are in front of the 
camera.”

I’d forage 
all of the Campbell’s bean with 
bacon I could find. 

Coincidentally, it smells exact¬ 
ly like dog food when it’s first 
opened but with the addition of a 
little water and heat it transforms 
into a hearty meal. It goes better 
with a side of grilled cheese but 
hey, it’s the end of the world. I’ll 
take the soup.

launched a tiny Burger’s 
Priest location in 2010, now 
has six in Toronto, one in 
Guelph, Ont., and one in Ed¬ 
monton. 

Mardirosian, who attended 
seminary school and uses as¬ 
pects of his Christian faith as 
a marketing tool, says sim¬ 
plicity and freshness are 
the hallmarks of his clas¬ 
sic American-style cheese¬ 
burgers, with premium beef 
patties on a soft white bun. 

“We grind our beef on site 
and that beef is never used 
the next day,” he says. 

“If we run out of meat, we 
close the doors and sell out. 
If we have beef left over, we 
fry it up and make chili out of 
it for our chili cheese fries.” 

Business is booming and 
Mardirosian is opening five 
more shops, including one at 
Toronto’s Union Station and 
others in Ottawa and Calgary. 

When The Burger’s Priest 
opened five years ago, Mar- 
dirosian’s cheeseburger was 
$4.99. Now it’s $5.79. 

“You can get away with 
a cheeseburger combo for 
about $12. Considering we 
use four ounces of premium 
beef, compared to some of 
the fast-food joints where 
they’re charging $9, for an 
extra $3 I think it’s quite a 
bargain.” the Canadian press

The fast-food burger keeps 
getting more upmarket and 
expensive, and an analyst 
says that trend isn’t going 
away. 

Last year, Canadians 
bought nearly 15 million 
burgers at an average price 
of $6.05, says Robert Carter 
of NPD Group, which repre¬ 
sented a four per cent price 
increase compared to 2013. 

He notes growth in the bur¬ 
ger business over the last 
five years has been dramatic, 
with “a lot of focus on the 
premium, high-end burgers 
with a lot of dialogue around 
the local and hormone-free 
and what I’ll call the ‘better- 
for-you’ style burger.” 

“Almost every restaurant 
now talks about hormone- 
free, or Canadian farmers, or 
antibiotic-free, or organic,” 
Carter says. 

“It’s catering to the con¬ 
sumer demand to understand 
more about the foods that 
they’re eating, and that also 
leads into the perception of 
health and wellness.” 

Bareburger, an American 
chain of organic burger res¬ 
taurants, opened its 23rd lo¬ 
cation — and first outside the 
U.S. — in Toronto in January. 

Euripides Pelekanos started 
grilling organic burgers at 
his nightclub in Brooklyn, 
N.Y., before opening the first 
Bareburger in 2009. 

The menu caters not only 
to lovers of meat, but also 
vegans and vegetarians, and 
those on gluten-free, paleo 
and low-carb diets. 

The full-service licensed 
restaurant offers burgers 
made of beef, bison, 
wild boar, elk 
duck and tur¬

Cycling to take over Montreal 


QUEBEC 

Go Bike 
festival 
offers new way 
to see sights 

A city that already carries the 
distinction of being North 
America’s most bike-friendly 
city, Montreal puts its love of 
cycling on display at the end 
of May each year. 

The week-long Go Bike 


Montreal Festival pays hom¬ 
age to that cycling culture, 
comprising a number of events 
geared toward riders of all ex¬ 
periences and ages. 

“Bicycles are now part of 
the DNA of Montreal,” says 
Joelle Sevigny of Velo Quebec, 
which organizes the event. “It’s 
quite an amazing experience 
to discover a city this way. It’s 
quite a blast.” 

The May 24 to 31 Go Bike 
festival includes three major 
rides culminating with the 
marquee event: the Tour de 


Tile de Montreal. 

Into its 31st year, the island¬ 
wide tour allows riders to ex¬ 
plore Montreal with a differ¬ 
ent route each year, extending 
through some 22 towns and 
boroughs. You can go at your 
own pace — the tour has a var¬ 
iety of distances for all riders, 
ranging from 28 kilometres to 
100 kilometres. 

“It’s the first gathering of 
the season,” Sevigny says of the 
May 31 event. “Some people 
get out there and do the full 
route, but the idea is to just 


get out there and ride.” 

Several other events 
throughout the week can help 
you get warmed up. Kicking 
off the event on May 24 is the 
Metropolitan Challenge, a rec¬ 
reational ride with no podium 
and no clock. This year’s event 
will trace a route that begins 
and ends in Chateauguay, Que., 
south of Montreal. 

For those who prefer cyc¬ 
ling under the stars, the Tour 
la Nuit is a 21-kilometre ride 
on May 29 and offers a unique, 
nocturnal experience. It drew 


17,000 riders last year. 

Sevigny says almost a quar¬ 
ter of the participants at the 
festival travel at least 40 kilo¬ 
metres to attend and many 
from even further. 

“It’s the only place in North 
America where we have a bike 
fest,” Sevigny says. “The whole 
province of Quebec is really 
renowned for its festivals and 
this event is veiy unique to the 
province.” 

In general, Montreal’s repu¬ 
tation as a cycling tourism hot 
spot is growing, in part thanks 


to 600 kilometres of dedicated 
bike paths and the popular 
bike share program Bixi. 

An Old Montreal bike shop 
and tour operator chalks it up 
to tourists wanting to sight¬ 
see differently. Andre Giroux, 
owner of Ca Roule, offers 
various rides and tours with 
themes like architecture, his- 
toiy and gastronomy. 

This year, Giroux says he’s 
adding a new street food bike 
tour to coincide with the recent 
arrival of the foodie phenom¬ 
enon.

The most recognizable im¬ 
age of St. Lucia is of the pic¬ 
turesque and UNESCO-pro¬ 
tected Pitons, a pair of lush 
volcanic spires rising out of 
the water on the southwest 
corner of the island. The 
hike to the top of Gros Piton 
is well worth the couple of 
hours it will take you. 

Other areas of the island 
offer a stunning mix of rain¬ 
forest, beach and enough 
mountainous terrain to 
ensure jaw-dropping views 
from every vantage point. 

ACTIVITIES 

St. Lucia is not considered 
one of the Caribbean’s pre¬ 


miere scuba-diving destina¬ 
tions, but it should be. 

A dive to the Lesleen ‘M’ 
Wreck with Dive Saint Lucia 
convinced me of that. 

The small ship was delib¬ 
erately sunk in 1985 and is 
covered from bow to stern 
in anemones and colourful 
fire coral. 

As we explored the open 
cargo holds, schools of elec¬ 
tric blue fish poured down 
the sides of the ship like cas¬ 
cading waterfalls.

Awards celebrate excellence 


People across Alberta feel passionate about the 
need to balance the development of our prov¬ 
ince’s rich resources with careful stewardship 
of the environment and, every year, Alber¬ 
tans celebrate that balance with the Emerald 
Awards. 

The 24th annual Emerald Awards will be 
presented June 4 at the Citadel Theatre in 
Edmonton. 

From small entrepreneurs to big energy 
producers, the Alberta Emerald Awards rec¬ 
ognize and applaud dozens of environmental 
leaders, showcasing projects that demonstrate 
environmental excellence and set an example 
for everyone across the province. 

“We are really excited about and inspired 
by the examples of environmental leader¬ 
ship from around Alberta that make up this 
year’s list of finalists,” says Gregory Caswell, 
communication and outreach manager at the 


Alberta Emerald Foundation. “The Emerald 
Awards recognize and reward outstanding 
environmental initiatives undertaken by indi¬ 
viduals, not-for-profit associations, large and 
small corporations, community groups and 
governments from across Alberta.” 

Since 1992, the Emerald Awards has shared 
more than 2,500 examples of creative thinking 
and innovation in environmental management 
systems, technologies and education programs. 
By celebrating this excellence with the Emer¬ 
ald Awards, the Alberta Emerald Foundation 
is helping raise the public’s awareness of the 
growth in these different areas in recent years. 

This year, the Alberta Emerald Founda¬ 
tion received nominations in nine estab¬ 
lished cross-sectoral categories, in which 
a panel of impartial judges reviewed the 
nominations and chose a maximum of three 
finalists in each category. 


Individuals and organizations are encour¬ 
aged to consider entering their projects that 
may seem everyday to them, but could be 
extraordinary to someone else. 

“Often, organizations engage in an environ¬ 
mental practice that seems commonplace to 
them, but it’s likely that their hard work and 
dedication could inspire others,” Caswell says. 
“The Emerald Awards aim to be the catalyst 
to raise the expectations and performance of 
environmental stewardship.” 

Since its inception 23 years ago, the 
Emerald Awards has recognized more than 
450 finalists and 250 recipients. Over the 
years, each of the organizations or individ¬ 
uals nominated that was an Emerald Award 
finalist or winner has, in their own unique 
and individual way, helped Alberta balance its 
growth and resource development with the 
preservation of our environment. 


After elders in the community advised, “We 
must speak for those that have no voice,” 
the Aseniwuche Winewalc Nation of Canada 
(AWN) in the Grand Cache area created the 
Caribou Patrol Program (CPP). 

The program contributes to the recovery 
efforts for woodland caribou in the Foothills 
of west central Alberta. By patrolling forestry 
roads and Highway 40 south of Grande 
Cache, and encouraging people to report 
their caribou sightings, the program reduces 
the potential of vehicle collisions with wood¬ 
land caribou on roads. It also increases public 
education about the critical situation of local 
caribou herds with a website, presentations 
to industry and a Faceboolc page. 

CPP has also created three versions of a 
caribou edu-lcit. “In the past two years, well 
over 1,000 children have received a caribou 
edu-lcit presentation,” says Rachelle McDon¬ 
ald of the AWN. “The program also works 
with local elders to gather traditional know¬ 
ledge about caribou.” 

In 2012, AWN created the Caribou Patrol 
Program. Through the incorporation of trad¬ 
itional and scientific knowledge, the CPP has 
demonstrated innovation in action, reducing 
environmental impact and creating balance 
in the natural world. 

“There are many people involved in our 
project and they are deserving of a pat of the 
back,” McDonald says. “We are very hon¬ 
oured to be recognized alongside so many 
great people and great organizations that are 
making a significant difference on a wide 
variety of environmental issues.”

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WARRIORS PROTECT NATURAL WORLD 



Twelve years ago, Clandonald School, east 
of Edmonton, created Warriors Of The 
Rainbow, a student group dedicated to 
the preservation and beautification of the 
natural world. 

“Being selected as a finalist (for an Emer¬ 
ald Award) is a real thrill to our students, as 
it validates the hard work they have been 
doing to protect and enhance the environ¬ 
ment,” says Geralyn McCormack, a teacher 
at the school. “Celebrating organizations 
and individuals that are making a positive 
difference for our environment encourages 
others to do the same.” 

The young environmental stewards 
have established a recycling program and 
engaged in community cleanups. More 
recently, they have added gardening, com¬ 
posting and made sure there are plants in 
each and every classroom to help improve 
air quality. 

“This year we have already recycled over 
3,000 beverage containers, more than 100 
containers per student,” McCormack says. 

They have used the money from recycling 
the containers to buy two apple trees and 
plant them on the school grounds. 

“We are hoping for our own homegrown 
apples just like the carrots we have grown 
in the containment tray for the past two 
years. The carrots have been so popular we 
have added two more raised beds to grow 
these healthy snacks.” 

The group’s recycle fund has paid for 
two rain barrels to collect water for trees 
and gardens, is growing its own flowers for 
planters to beautify the school grounds, and 
has replaced some dead shrubs. The spider 
plants they have taken into classroom to 
assist with air quality are thriving. 

“These plants have done so well that we 


have several baby spider plants started in 
trays in our science lab.” 

Junior high students in the group are 
working with local seniors and other people 
in the community to build bluebird houses 
and place them around the town. 

“Hopefully, this will give our students 


and community residents a chance to enjoy 
these beautiful birds,” McCormack says. 

The school created the Warriors Of The 
Rainbow with a Cree legend in mind: “Lead¬ 
ers will be those whose actions speak the 
loudest; the ones that have demonstrated 
wisdom and courage and have proven that 


they work for the benefit of all.” 

“We have abused our environment for 
so long and it is time to step up and start 
reversing the trend,” McCormack says. “If 
we continue to poison the land and water 
our food needs to grow, we are ultimately 
poisoning ourselves.”

Painting a 
picture of a 
green energy 
revolution 

From a green highway of electric vehicle char¬ 
ging stations to farmers using solar power, 
Green Energy Futures seeks out people who 
are pioneering clean energy in their homes, 
businesses and communities, and shares their 
stories. 

The project started when journalist David 
Dodge became disillusioned with the lack of 
progress on sustainability in the energy field. 

“Disappointed by the seemingly endless 
negative press on climate change and energy 
issues, I got the idea to produce a video, radio, 
blog series on Canadians engaged with clean 
energy solutions,” he says. 

Since then, Green Energy Futures has 
reached more than one million people, 


publishing stories on its own web channel 
(greenenergyfutures.ca), in the Huffington 
Post, YouTube, CKUA Radio Network in Al¬ 
berta, and other websites and publications. 

Dodge travels to meet people engaged with 
clean energy solutions, including solar, wind, 
geothermal and dozens of other technologies. 


“We found farmers in Alberta who found 
ways to make solar pay for itself in less than 
13 years,” he says. “We found people building 
solar powered, net-zero homes that produced 
more energy than they consumed. We found 
cities that have launched their own energy 
transition strategies to diversify their electri¬ 


city supply to renewable energy, even though 
they own a fossil fuel company.” 

In all, Green Energy Futures paints a pic¬ 
ture of a green energy revolution that’s well 
underway. 

“Over three short years we have docu¬ 
mented a pace of change and a level of innova¬ 
tion that exceeds even our expectations.” 

For example, solar power is growing faster 
than predicted and it’s now a price competitive 
way of generating electricity in 65 countries. 

Green Energy Futures is helping people 
around the world understand the differ¬ 
ent renewable energy technologies that are 
available and how they transform our energy 
supply. 

“We get plenty of feedback from across Can¬ 
ada, the U.S. and abroad,” Dodge says. 

“The response has been gratifying.” 

It’s also gratifying to be nominated for an 
Emerald Award. 

“It’s very important to recognize people that 
are making an extraordinary effort to look 
after the environment and our future,” says 
Dodge. 

“It’s very important to celebrate achieve¬ 
ments, promote good environmental work and 
model behaviour and innovation for people in 
business, government and their homes.”

At Edmonton’s impressive 
farmer’s market off Whyte Av¬ 
enue, Jessie Ives and a couple of 
friends had just finished brunch. 
Ives was wearing an Oilers hat. 

“I wouldn’t 
have worn it 
a month ago,” 
Ives says. “I 
was stmggling 
being an Oil¬ 
ers fan. This 
was about the 
only thing that 
drew me back 
in. You can see 
him moving 
the needle a 
little bit.”
